Early on Tuesday morning the wife of the 
proprietor of aprivate hotel at 49% Euston 
Read, King’s Cross, London, was found 
lying in « pool of blood with her throat cut 
ina dreadful manner. A razor was found 
in the room. The man and his wife were 
heard to be quarrelling, and the wife called 
out to her husband not to murder her. The 
man, whose name is White, left the house, 
and has not yet been captured. Little hope 
is entertained of the woman's recovery. 
Inquiries show that Wi::e had systematical 
ly ill-treated his wife tor years, and that he 
in consequence lost a situation as signalman 
on the Metropolitan Railway. White was 
yesterday given into custody by a pawn- 
broker in Hampstead Koad, with whom he 
tried to pawn his ring. When searched a 
loaded revolver was found on him and sev 
eral cartridges. 

Henry Palmer, aged eight, a bright, in- 
telligent little fellow, who resided with his 
parents at Ryarsh, near Maidstone, lias met 
with a shocking death. He was playing 
with a number of other children in a large 
sand hole when a huge mase of sand fell and 
buried him te the neck. His youthful com- 
panions 
eight years old—although in the greatest 
dauger themselves, immediately attempted 
his rescue ; but, while they were engaged in 
scraping away the sand from hie body, an- 
other quantity of earth fell, and completely 
buried Palmer, his brave companions escap- 
ing with the greatest difficulty. When the 
deseased was dug out, half an hour after- 
wards, the clenched hands and agonised 
appearance of the face showed how terrible 
had been the struggle for life.
